No Progress in Organization for 
Three Weeks.

A Misunderstanding About ‘the Con- 
solidation Soheme-— Necessity for 
Speedy Action The Question of 
Classification On Dry Goods. 


The friends and memberg of the Merchants and 
Manufacturers’ Association are beginning to inquire 
what its organizers propos@ to do with the inatitu- 
tion. Thus far they have held two meetings, 
elected an Executive Commilttee and a get of gen- 
eral officers and sent outa circular. It 1s not to be 
expected that a business man just in the height of 
the season will lay every Other care aside and de- 
vote his energies to the formation of an association 
which may never do bim any geod; but it is cer- 
tainly to be expected that a St. Louis merchant 
who enters into a plan for the organ- 
gation of any assodiation will do 0 
only with the sésurante that he can 
give tothe work the time gd attention necessary 
ito its accomplishment. Tais organization was de- 
layed in its natural rapid development by the prop- 
osition made by the members of the Transporta- 
tion Committee of the Memghants’ Exchange, or at 
least assented to by them, that the two bodies join 
issues. On the same day at a plan for consolida- 
tion had been agreed om, the Directors of the Ex- 
change held a meeting and the proposition was im- 
mediately submittéd to them. They deferred ac- 
tion fortwo weeks. Meanwhile, the secretary of 
the Association, following out instructions. issued 
2,000 copies of a citonlar letter addressed to the 
citizens of St. Louis, This letter was reproduced in 
the Por Darren Nothing more could be 
done until ; 
THE EXCHANGE DIRECTORS 
had met and passed upon the consolidation plan. 
and so the officers of the Association sat and 
waited. Yesterday the directors met and adjourned 
without taking up the subject. “It never came 
up.“ said Secretary fact, it has never 
| been officially, | Board.” And. a0 
the waiting has been for nothing. and the Ner- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Association is just 
about where it was three weeks ago. The 2,000 
circulars have not brought more than fifty 
answers—not one-third of the number of applica- 
tions originally received. It was thought safe to 
count on three new members to every man who 
+ signed the roll originally. The result proves that 
not one in seven of these organizers has taken the 
trouble to drum up new members, and that not one- 
third of the Executive Committee have interested 
themselves in the work. It nas been proven in the 
past that nothing but personal solicitation will 
succeed in filling out the membership 
list of an organization of this 
kind. Certainly it would seem necessary 
that the officers and the Executive Committee of 
the Association should display some little energy 
in completing its organization. 

POPULAR INTEREST 

must be sustained,and the only way in which it can 
be sustained, is by earnest labor and by the good 
results which labor will always produce. The 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Association is to be 
judged by its works, and it had better make some 
little haste in bringing those works before the pub- 
lic. If theconference committee appointed at the 
last meeting has failed of the accomplishment of 
that work for which it was appointed, let another 
meeting de called and immediate action taken to 
bring about something in the way of a practical 
organization.

“INDEPENDENCE FOREVER.” 

“Independence now and forever” was a good 
cry for our fathers in 1776. But it was not 
heard in England until the English people's 
sympathy with the complaints of their loyal 
fellow subjects” in America had been worked 
up to the highest possible development. It was 
not heard even in this country until actual war 
had raged long enough to burn the bridges be- 
hind the great mass of Americans and leave 
them no hope but the support of France, a 
support to which the Declaration of Independ- 
ence was a condition precedent and absolutely 
indispensable. A premature declaration in the 
earlier stages of the struggle would have fatally 
changed the face of it, both in the colonies and 
in Great Britain. And yet 3,000 miles of ocean 
separates us from her, and there were neither 
steamships nor telegraphs in those days. 

But Ireland, anchored only a few miles away 
yand constantly under the guns of the monster 
British navy, can have no hope of acquiring 
independence by force. or of obtaining any 
adequate foreign support in so wild an attempt. 
She is already represented in the British Par- 
liament, and the only obstacle to her obtaining 
as full a measure of home rule as is enjoyed by 
any American State is apparently the Briton's 
fear that she would use home rule only asa 
means of striking hateful blows at the sister 
island and preparing for a war of independ- 
ence, 

Therefore, if the cry of “Independence now 
and forever,” used as a local electioneering 
help in Ireland, should gain the Parneilites a 
few more se ats in Parliament, it is almost sure 
to strengthen and solidify the Parliamentary 
majority against any liberal measure of home 
rule, and further postpone the concessions 
which ought to be granted to Ireland. It is 
understood that Mr. GLapsTONE is ready to out- 
line and support a scheme of local self-legislation 
for each of the grand divisions of the United 
Kingdom, and the present seems to be a very 
inopportune time to fling the chimera of Irish 
independence as a living issue into the election 
of a new House. 

If independence were even a remote possi- 
bility for Ireland, nobody in America could 
withhold his sympathy for the Irish National- 
ists. But we hate tosee so good a thing as 
local self-government sacrificed or endangered 
by a wild cry for the unattainable. A few 
more seats under the control of Mr. PARNELL 
may make him a bigger man in Parliament, 
but such a personal triumph will be short-lived 
if it shall appear hereafter that his gain was at 
the expense of his country's cause.

But so long as 
they cau secure rates to suit themselves, they will 
be content to let the balance of the country take 
care of itself. But the agitation of this question 
will bave the effect at least to call the attention of 
the people and the Legislature to the fact that the 
law under which the railroad commissioners act is 
lame and weak, and that the powers delegated to 
them is inadequate to the preper contro! and regu- 
lation of ratiroad rates, If the discussionof the 
subject will arouse the people to a Sense of their 
duty to themsacives, they will see to it that the next 
Legislature does its duty in revising the laws and 
clothing the commissioners with sufficient power to 
eompel the railroads to deal justly with all parties. 
This is all that is needed. 


| Gold va Silver. 
From the New York Sun. 

The bonded debt of the United States now 
amounts to 51.280, 000, 000 aggregate of State 
debte is about $500,000 .000, and county, city and 
town debts about 5700, 000, 00. The total rail road 
dent of the country is reckoned in Poor's Manual at 
$3,000,000,000. We thuebave in these four classes 
of obligations more than $6,000,000.000, besides the 
enormous mass .of individual debt, the extent of 
which it is impossible to estimate. Whetber these 
millions shall be paid in gold or in silver is a que 
tou which has two sides. The debtor naturally 
favors the medium which will relieve him, and the 
creditor that which will be most to his advantage. 
In this part of the country it seems to be generally 
assumed that only the creditor is entitled to sy mpa- 
thy, and that the debtor will be dishonest if he does 
not pay in gold. 

If.there had been wo change in the relative value 
of gold to other commddities since the creation of 
the debts new to be liquidated. there would be no 
injustice in requiring the devtor to pay gold. But 
the. fagtis that for every dollar of gold lent by a 
creditor five years or more ago be now is getting 
back a purchasing medium worth 120 cents. Mer- 
chandise of ail kinds sells now for so much less than 
it did then, that the debtor has to give 
twenty percent, more of it in quantity in order 
to got a dollar, while with that dollar the creditor 
can buy twenty per cent more than he could have 
bought when he leut it. Hence creditors are pleased 
with the gold standard, and debtors are discon- 
tented with it. 


What to Do About It.

BOUTED BY REBELS. 


Goverument Troops Cut to Pieces at Canta, 
Peru—No Quarter Given. 


Pawama, September 15 —The battle at Canta, 
Peru, August 15, turns out to have beer a massacre 
of the Government forces, which, uoder Col. 
Torres, numbered 450 men, and held the town. 
The rebels, 2.000 strong, appeared on the bhilis 
early in the morning, aaa at once made an attack 
from all available poluts. The besieged gallantly 
repulsed the attacks, but at noon their ammunition 
became exhausted, and they made a last attem 
to drive out the rebels that had gained a foothoid 
within the ramparts. A bayonet charge was or- 
dered, and a hand-to-hand fight ensued. But it 
was without avail, and in a few moments the Gov- 
ernment forces. were at the mercy of the enemy, 
who gave no quarter aud slaughtered indiscrimi- 
nately, wit sour regard to age or sex. Col. Panchas, 
at the head of some cavalry, cut his way out. Col. 
Rustasvente, whose advice lost the day, blew out 
his brains on the field. Col. Torres escaped, but 
ef the 500 men under him only 200 escaped. The 
Caceres rebels were under Col. Bermudez. The 
battalion destroved was one of the finest in the 
Government service, and the rebels are cor .

DROWNED IN A WASHTUB. 


Determined Suicide of an Aged Sufferer 
This Morning. 

Deputy Coroner Hennessy held an inquest this 
afternoon on the body of Christopher Opperman, 
a shoemaker who resided in the rear of 2226 Gravois 
avenue.
